The Full Court comprising the Puisne Judges, Mr 


Justice C. W. Reece and 


Mr Justice J, R. Gregg this 


morning heard an appeal brought by the United Develop- 


ment Co., Ltd. of Hongkong 


and Shanghai Bank Building 


against the decision of Mr Justice T. J. Gould who gave 
judgment in part for the plaintiffs and in part for the 
defendant company (appellants) in six actions involving 
11 contracts brought by six paper firms claiming damages 
for alleged breach of contract. 


Appellants were represented 
by Mr John MeNelll, QC, and 
Mr A, J: Clifford, both on the 
instructions of Messrs Johnson, 
Stokes and Master. 


The three’ respondent firms 
named In the appeal were Foo 
Yau Paper Co, of 38 Bonham 
Strand East, the Che San and 
Co., of 63 Des Vocux Road 
Central, and Kai Tai and Co., of 
66 Connaught Road Central. 
Appearing on their behalf was 
Mr Charies Loseby, QC, In- 
structed by Stewart and Com- 
pany. 


A cross-appeal has been filed 
by the Foo Yau Paper Company 
and the Kal Tal and Company. 

The contracts on which the 
original clalms were brought 
Involved $854,506 worth of 
newsprint, The six plaintiff 
firms (which included the 
present three respondents) 
claimed they bought o total of 
1,500 long tons of newsprint 
from the appellants in 1950 and 
none was delivered, although 
some piesaog had beer paid as 


Appellants had denied Mability 
for, the contracts, claiming that.
